SACRAMENTO, June 25. — 
The Smith family in California 
leads all others by nearly 100 
per cent in number of automo¬ 
biles registered by the Division 
of Motor Vehicles. Estimates 
by division officials, which 
were made public today, show 
an approximate total of 14,262 
cars owned by persons bear¬ 
ing this ancient name.
